Woman Stealer of Whitla 


Boy Declares She Will 


End Her Life. 


Mercer, Pa.. May S.—Mrs. Helen 


Boyle, ivlfe of James II. Boyle, found 
guilty Thursday of kidnaping Willie 
Whitla at Sharon last March, was to- 
day found guilty, on thu second count 
of the indictment, which is that she 
aided and abetted the kidnaping. Mrs. 
Boyle manifested utmost indifference 
and sat immovable when the jury came 
in. 


When the verdict was read Mrs. 


Boyle calmly drew on her gloves, arose 
fronvher chair and wont with the sher- 
iff back to her cell. Mr. Miller, Mrs. 
Boyle's attorney, has announced that 
he will make a motion on Monday for 
a new trial. The penalty in Mrs. 
Boyle's case is as a maximum twenty- 
five years. 


Will Make an Inquiry. 


It was reported hero after the trial 


today that Attorney Miller, of the de- 
fense; Attorney Cochran, of the prose- 
cution, and Attorney AV. W. Moore, a 
closo friend of District Attorney Llnin- 
ger, had arranged to go to Sharon to 
investigate 
the 
identity of a, third 


party, alleged to have been implicated 
in the abduction. 


No one could be found who was In 


a position.to discuss the matter offi- 
cially, if is said to be 
claimed by 


Boyle that'a prominent man'of Sharon 
of good family was the instigator of 
the abdubtion plot, that he had been 
paying Boyle money and when the pay- 
ments failed the man suggested the 
abduction to Boyle, and it was ar- 
ranged that ha and Boyle should di- 
vide the money. 


Woman Threatens Suicide. 


"Life in the pen would kill me in a 


week or ten days and rather than sub- 
mit to this I-would commit suicide," 
said Mrs. Boyle today. 


."If my. husband and I-are sent to the 


pen -we will not go alone. Half the 
truth has not been told in this case. 
One other man who planned the whole 
affair has not been arrested:"

The address of-Mr. Millar,. counsel 


for Mrs. Boyle, to the jury was begun 
at-9:30 o'clock today. Just before he 
started he .presented to the court eight 
points of-law which he asked to have 
submitted to the jury. In substance 
they were to the effect that a crime 
can only be punished in the jurisdic- 
tion where it is committed and that in 
the pending case there has been no 
testimony to show that Mrs. Boyle had 
committed any overt act in 
Mercer 


county in connection -with the abduc- 
tion of the Whitla boy. 


Prosecutor Is Severe. 


•Miller's address occupied 'an hour 


and he was. immediately followed by 
Quincy Adams Dodgson fbr'the prose- 
cution. 


Mr. Dodgson declared the .crime of 


kidnaping second only, to .that of mur- 
der. 
He denied Mr. Miller's 
state- 


ments as to 'insufficient evidence. He 
reviewed • the' entire testimony and de- 
clared that as a whole it. presented a 
clear case against the woman. He was 
not so insistent in asking for a convic- 
tion on the count-'charging kidnaping 
as on the second count, that of aiding, 
abetting and assisting in It. 


The court called special attention to 


the fact that the renting of rooms to- 
gether in Cleveland and the possession 
of-the-ransom money in. Cleveland did 
not constitute'a crime here. He made 
it clear that the commission of an act 
in this county-would have to be proved 
to convict on tho charge of kidnaping 
and'that It must be proved that the 
crime was planned in Mercer county 
before Mrs. Boyle could be convicted 
on the second count. The court then 
gave the case to the jury.

Boyle's brother, William McDermott, 
of Chicago, sat by her side.

Government Argument is 


Heard in Resistance to 


Motion of Defense. 


•Chicago, May S.—Arguments of the 


government in opposition to the at- 
tempt of John R. Walsh, under sen- 
tence of five years imprisonrnent for 
alleged misapplication of the funds of 
his bank, the defunct Chicago Na- 
tional, to obtain freedom on appeal.to 
the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals are contained in the brief filed 
today by Assistant District Attorney 
Fletcher- Dobbyns in reply, to the brief 
filed by counsel for the defendant a 
month ago. • 


The Walsh banks, the Chicago Na- 


tional, the Equitable Trust company 
and the Home Savings, closed their 
doors December 18, 1905. Walsh was 
indicted two years later on 182 counts. 
A year later the case came to trial 'n 
the United States district court and 
a verdict finding the defendant guilty 
on 54 counts was returned. 
Judge 


Anderson sentenced Walsh .to five 
years In prison at Fort Leavenworth. 
Tha appeal followed. Oral arguments 
will be heard by "Judges Grosscup, 
Baker and Seaman the last week in 
the month. 


It is said that Walsh's failure caused 


losses to himself, stock-holders and 
others aggregating $16,000,000. 


How It Happened. 


. "Mr. Walsh," says the brief, "was 
engaged in the promotion.of a large 
number of struggling enterprises which 
were in desperate need of funds. Gen- 
erally speaking, his mode of procedure 
was' that he would learn of some en- 
terprise that was bankrupt or about to 
go into bankruptcy and he would pur- 
chase it at a very low price. He would 
then organize a corporation and sell 
tho enterprise to this corporation, tak- 
ing-in payment the capital •• stock , of 
the new corporation and a sufficient 
number of bonds, which at their face 
value, would more than reimburse him 
for the price originally paid for--the 
property. If tha enterprise was suc- 
cessful-Mr. Walsh made the profit and 
the bank.got its interest on the bonds. 
If the enterprise should-fail MX. Walsh 
lost nothing and the bank lost 'the 
amount of the investment. 


"When the banks closed Mr. Walsh 


had taken about S1G.OOO.OOO of their 
funds for-his personal speculation,, yet 
his name appeared 
nowhere on the 


books as debtor or borrower, and the 
true state of-affairs was-not .discov- 
ered until the exhaustive examination 
was made by the experts who were put 
in-control of the affairs. of the banks 
by the comptroller of the currency..

Furthermore, papers were found indi-

Will Now Enforce Statute 


That Bars Liquor from 


Inter-State Trade. 


Washington, 
May S.—Preparations 


are being made by the federal govern- 
ment to enforce the law which at the 
instance of Speaker Cannon passed 
congress during the closing" days of the 
last session for the furtherance of the 
temperance movement in the United 
States. 


The fact has been brought to the at- 


tention of the 
Interstate 
commerce 


commission that by three sections of 
the new penal <;ode. approved by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt just before he relin- 
quished office on March 4. it is given 
authority to forbid common carriers 
from acting as uscnts of the vf-nders 
of liquors In states where prohibition 
has been adopted. An examination nf 
the statutes has convinced temperance 


Ivocates that a long step has been 
akcn by the federal government in 
adulating the efforts or states to rid 
icmselves of tho liquor evil. 
For years attempts have been made 


secure temperance iglslatton from 


ongress. 
Tho Influence of the liquor 


ten-sts. coupled with tho belief that 
ny legislation enacted would be de- 
ared unconstitutional by'tho courts, 
revented action until the last session, 


was evident that the federal gov- 


rnmcnt lacked authority to put into 
orce a law forbidding the use of in- 
oxlcants, for the exercise of the police 
ower is under the control and jurls- 
Ictlon of tho states. 


Whisky Soaks Dry States. 


At the same time it was recognized 
lat every stato 
in which traffic In 


quors was prohibited had been del- 
ged with whisky sent in by people 
rom other states under shelter of the 
nterstate commerce law. Train loads 
f liquor in bottles, jugs and other 
ackagcs were shipped daily into the 
tate consigned to persons, real and 
ctittous, and every express company 
Iflce in the state was converted into 
n active shop from which Intoxicants 
vere openly distributed in large quan- 
itles. 


It was the practice of the liquor 


iealers In other states to secure the 
lames of all persons In a community 
and through the malls flood them with 
advertisements of whisky which made 
most liberal and attractive proposi- 
tons for the sale and shipment of the 
overages. Freed from the expense of 
he middleman, a distiller or dealer in 
ther states was enabled to sell to the 
ndlvldual In a prohibition state at less 
price than tho 
purchaser 
formerly 


jaid to the domestic whisky dealer. 


It followed that under such circum- 


stances the prohibition law of a state 
practically was nullified, and intoxi- 
cating liquors were Imposed upon its 
people against the will of the 
ma- 


ority. What was true in the case of a 
prohibition state was equally true of 
.esser communities in many states. 


Safeguard of Community. 


It was represented ^o congress that 


states and communities which thus 
drove out the liquor traJTlc did so in 
the interest of the health, peace and 
morals of the people, to protect their 
youths and, in some sections of the 
country, to safeguard against the bru- 
tality 
of a vicious 
element 
which 


knows no restraint when inflamed by 
drink. 


The judiciary committee of the sen- 


ate, of which Senator Clark, of Wyom- 
ing, 
Is. chairman, felt 
especially the 


grave responsibility of defeating the 
efforts made by a community to pro- 
tect itself against tho evil and it en- 
deavored 
to 
force 
a 
special bill 


through congress, the purpose of which- 
was to so regulate Interstate com- 
merce in intoxicating liquors as to re- 
move whatever impediments might ex- 
ist, through the operation of the in- 
terstate., commerce laws, to the 
full 


control on the part of a state of the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors -within 
its borders. 


Unfortunately.' the whisky interests 


were too influential and it became evi- 
dent that the bill would tie debated to 
death. Therefore, in the closing days 
of the session there were inserted in 
the pena,l code three drastic provisions 
which 
unquestionably 
will 
aid the 


states materially in enforcing 'prohibi- 
tion. 


Heavy Penalties Are Fixed. 


The first section punishes by a fine 


of not more than. $5,000 or Imprison- 
ment for not more than two years, or 
both, any officer, agent or employe of 
any railroad company, express com- 
pany, or other common carrier who 
shall deliver any intoxicating liquor to 
any person except upon written order 
from such person, as a result of ship- 
ment from one state to another. 


The second section imposes a fine of 


$5,000 upon any common carrier who, 
in connection with the transportation 
of intoxicating liquors, shall collect the 
purchase price of such liquors or In 
any manner act as agent of the buyer 
or seller of such liquors. 


A similar fine is Imposed upon any 


person shipping from one state to an- 
other a package of intoxicating liquor 
which fails to show the name of the 
consignee, the nature of its contents, 
and the quantity contained therein. 


The real purpose of this federal leg- 


islation, of course. Is to aid the stato 
movement to prevent tne use of strong 
drink 113 a beverage. 
Liquors would 


not be used arid there would be no 
commerce in them If they were not 
consumed. 


Right to Sell Upheld. 


The supreme court held 
that 
the 


right of the importer to se:l could not 
be dented or interfered with by state 
regulation: that tlw right to sell in 
the original package was an essential 
Incident to Interstate 
commerce 
of 


which the Importer could not bo de- 
prived by laws of the state except by 
the consent of congress. As a result 
of this decision a provision was in- 
serted in the Wilson tariff act of 1894 
providing 
that 
Intoxicating liquors 


transported Into any state or territory 
should be subject to the operation and 
effect of the laws of such state or ter- 
ritory and should not be exempt there- 
from by reason of being Introduced as 
original packages or otherwise. 


The new legislation goes much fur- 


ther, since It places within the power 
of each state to determine for itself 
whether there shall on shall not he 
within its border any traffic in Intox- 
icating liquors. Each state and each 
community by adopting local option 
now can prohibit tho traffic or permit 
It under partial restrictions and regu- 
lations.

when properly endorsed. The company 
has issued to its agents elaborate and 
detailed instructions as to the exact 
methods of preparing- Dills of lading 
which may be issued for banking col- 
lateral, and the company is also taking 
extra steps to bring home to its agents 
and to representatives ot connecting 
lines, as well as to shippers in general 
the importance of preparing order bills 
of lading correctly. 


Largo sums of money, in the opinion 


of railroad men, are every year lost to 
banks through tho fact that they ac- 
cept bills of lading which are dcfectiv 
either in form or endorsement. 
For 


this reason, railroad companies have 
just undertaken a special campaign to 
impress upon bankers tho importance 
of insisting that bills of lading should 
have thrown around them the safe 
guards common to reliable commercia 
paper.

version of the old'play, in which, however, he had 
no faith, saying:—

"Cash for me," was the reply. "It will never go." 
Had he decided to receive royalties his heirs would 


even now be receiving an income from the play.

acting thc lines of the part and gesticulating—when 
he was Interrupted by a knock upon his door and a 
frightened voice Inquired, "Is there anything wrong 
Inside, sir?" "No," Mr. Jefferson replied, "nothing 
wrong at all. Co away!" 


"But. sir," persisted the voice through the door, 


"there's a crowd outside a-blocking up the street— 
and the bobby do say there's a crazy man in your 
room." 


Turning to the window, Mr. Jefferson discovered to 


his horror that he had forgotten to pull down the 
blind and that a goodly number of the population of 
London was taking In his performance without having ' 
paid any admission. 


Mrs. John Billington, who Is still living In London 


and who took thc original part of Gretchen In this 
production, relates that In those days an American 
actor was looked upon in the same light as a Chero-. 
kce Indian would be at this time.. When she was 
told there were only two women in the play and that 
she was suited to neither part, she said:—"Then I 
shall go through the Provinces with Toole." But to 
this Boucicault objected, as he always wanted her to 
appear in his ^reductions, so she was obliged to play 
thc part of Gretchen. 


Thc play was a great success from the very begin-- 


ning. There were five or six curtain calls utter the 
first act, and Mrs. Billington said to Mr. Jefferson, 
"It will run for a hundred nights."

modestly replied that he vas willing to wager that it 
would not. 


"What will you bet?" raid thc actress.
